The drama of the circus, in color, lighting, action, the wonder of 
stre.nge or trained animals, absurdity and pantomime of the clowns, inspire: ^rtl-sts to 
paint or model. Picasso, in his early days, painted circus folk and here are a number 
of reproductions of his works. The most important Cleveland painter bring us their 
circus impressions, heniy heller, Frank Wilcox, Leroy Flint, John Teyrai and Dean Ellis. 
Their are half -real sculptures of clowns and animals by hdris Fckhardt and Viktor 
bchreckengost. Besides there are many other art expressions, even wallpaper, inspired
